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PROFILE: 

HAILE  SELASSIE. 

The  first  Icing  of  Ethiopia  was  said  to  have  been  Menelik,  son  of  the  Queen  of 
Sheba  and  Solomon,  and  the  present  Royal  family  claims  descent  from  him. 

The  country  was  divided  into  a  number  of  small  kingdoms  which,  in  the  course 
of  time,  came  to  acknowledge  the  king  of  Amhara  as  negus  ncgusti  (King  of  Kings). 
This  title  seems  to  have  been  assumed  in  the  13th  century  but  his  authority  was 
constantly  in  dispute. 

Greek  colonies  were  founded  along  the  Eritrean  coast  under  the  Ptolemies  (4th 
century  B.c.  to  1st  century  B.C.).  Christianity  became  firmly  rooted  during  the  4th 
century,  but  the  Arab  conquests  of  the  7th  century  cut  off  Abyssinia  from  Christian 
civilization  for  more  that  800  years.  The  country  owes  its  name,  Abyssinia,  to 
the  Arabs  from  the  Arabic  habesh,  i.e.  mongrel. 

Portuguese  missionaries  reached  Abyssinia  towards  the  end  of  the  15th  century 
and  Portuguese  soldiers  helped  the  negus  against  his  Muslim  enemies  in’ the  16th 
century.  After  prolonged  struggles  for  power  Menelik  II  was  left  undisputed  ruler 
in  1889.  He  died  in  1913  and  was  succeeded  by  his  grandson  who  was  deposed  in 
1916  when  Menelik’s  daughter  Judith  (or  Zauditu)  was  made  ruler  with  Ras  Tafari 
(born  1892),  son  of  a  cousin  of  Menelik,  as  regent  and  heir.  After  Judith’s  death 
Ras  Tafari  was  proclaimed  negus,  as  Haile  Selassie  (i.e.  Power  of  the  Trinity). 
His  country  was  attacked  and  overrun  by  Italy  in  1935/6  and  he  was  forced  into 
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exile  and  became  a  familiar  figure  in  England.  British  Imperial  forces  drove  the 
Italians  out  in  1941  and  Haile  Selassie  was  re-instated.  He  lost  three  sons  in  this 
war  and  a  daughter  died  while  nursing.  On  his  return  he  set  about  the  task  of 
changing  the  old  feudal  system  of  government  and  decreed  the  abolition  of  slavery. 

Negus  Haile  Selassie  is  distinguished  by  great  simplicity  of  life  and  the  posses¬ 
sion  of  a  social  conscience.  He  is  a  popular  Monarch  who  will,  without  any 
condescension  of  manner,  listen  to  anyone  who  says  to  him  “  abiet  ”  (listen).  His 
administrative  measures  are  designed  to  increase  the  well-being  of  his  people  and  to 
remove  many  barbarous  customs  which  have  survived. 

Today  the  highest  offices  of  state  are  open  to  all,  even  to  former  slaves.  But  if 
democracy  is  the  ideal,  the  Abyssinian  people  will  have  to  mature,  for  the  country 
is  a  mosaic  of  tribes  some  of  which  are  quite  primitive. 

Today  Haile  Selassie  devotes  a  third  of  the  total  revenue  to  education  but  a 
generation  will  have  to  pass  before  the  people  can  reap  the  benefit. 

It  is  extremely  difficult  to  introduce  a  new  currency  into  Abyssinia  since  the 
Maria  Theresa  thalers,  dated  1780,  are  held  in  peculiarly  high  esteem  by  the  natives. 
Thalers  of  this  date  have  been  made  by  various  European  mints  in  recent  years, 
though  the  Vienna  mint  is  now  the  sole  manufacturer  of  these  pieces.  The  Ethiopian 
dollar  is  gaining  ground  only  by  slow  degrees.  The  present  coinage  consists  of 
silver  50  cent  pieces  and  bronze  25,  10,  5  and  1  cents.

THE  MODERN  COINS  OF  THE 
MUTAWAKKILITE  KINGDOM  OF  THE  YEMEN. 

By  F.  Pridmore. 

{Continued  from  Bulletin  529,  Jutie  1962,  p.  235) 

First  Period — Under  Turkish  Rule. 

Owing  to  the  lack  of  written  records,  the  following  remarks  on  the  present 
modern  coins  are  of  necessity  incomplete,  and  deductions  formed  from  the  meagre 
information  available  (and  the  coins  themselves)  may  well  be  incorrect  in  several 
instances.  This  is  unavoidable. 
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As  noted  by  Jacob,  the  right  of  issuing  coin  is  a  mark  of  sovereignty.  Especially 
is  this  so  in  Arabia.  After  1872,  the  Turks  attempted  to  reserve  this  right  to  them¬ 
selves,  basing  their  action  upon  the  laws  of  conquest.  The  closure  of  the  San’a 
mint  prevented  the  Yemen  Imams  from  continuing  their  own  issue.  This  was 
physical,  but  they  were  also  technically  debarred  from  the  issue  of  coinage  when 
the  Turks  assumed  sovereign  powers. 

However,  as  long  as  the  Imams  remained  outside  the  sphere  of  immediate 
reprisals,  their  sovereign  right  to  issue  coin  could  not  be  prevented.  Imam  Yahya 
was  aware  of  this  fact  and  also  realised  the  increased  prestige  he  would  acquire  if 
he  re-introduced  the  ancient  right  of  his  house  to  mint  coin — not  to  mention  the 
propaganda  value  of  his  action. 

In  a  country  wherein  news  was  limited  to  that  carried  by  word  of  mouth  (the 
first  newspaper  was  published  in  San’a  in  November  1926),  a  coin  placed  into 
general  circulation  bearing  the  title  of  the  Imam  was,  to  his  followers,  a  very  effective 
and  visible  sign  of  non-subjugation  to  Turkish  authority. 

The  first  coins  struck  by  Imam  Yahya  from  the  new  mint  in  1905/06  were 
therefore  not  struck  under  the  sanction  of  the  Ottoman  Government,  but  must  be 
classified  as  the  issue  of  an  Arab  leader  in  revolt. 

In  October  1911,  the  Turkish  Government  recognised  the  Imam  as  the  Arab 
leader  and  the  question  of  his  right  to  issue  coins  in  his  own  name  must  have  been 
satisfactorily  dealt  with  for  the  dates  on  coins  examined  show  a  continuous  issue 
after  1911/1912. 

An  agreement  between  Izzat  Pasha,  the  Turkish  representative,  and  the  Imam 
Yahya  was  formally  signed  at  Duan  on  the  20th  October,  1911.  The  copy  examined 
by  me  makes  no  specific  provision  for  an  independent  coinage  by  the  Imam,  but 
the  general  powers  conferred,  while  falling  short  of  full  independence,  nevertheless 
granted  the  Imam  full  civil  rights  over  Yemeni  subjects  and  certain  other  powers 
which  would  not  preclude  his  right  to  issue  coinage.  This  is  confirmed  by  another 
passage  from  the  “  Kings  of  Arabia  ”  where,  on  page  135,  we  find  notice  of  the  Imam 
openly  seeking  parts  for  the  repair  of  his  mint  machinery.  His  request  was,  as 
before,  made  through  the  agency  of  his  friend  the  Sultan  of  Lahej  in  December  1912. 
Page  135. 

“  The  Imam  of  San’a,  writing  to  Sir  Ahmed  of  Lahej,  asked  him  to  have  executed 
certain  repairs  to  his  minting  machine,  which  had  created  such  a  furore  at  an  earlier 
date.  There  was  no  longer  any  need  for  surreptitious  dealing  in  the  matter.” 

The  coins  struck  during  the  first  period  can  therefore  be  classified  into : — 

(i)  Coins  struck  between  1905/06  and  October  1911 — without  Turkish  sanction,  and 

(ii)  Coins  struck  between  October  1911  to  1918 — with  Turkish  approval, 

and  the  coins  themselves  reflect  the  change  in  the  political  situation. 

The  next  problem  is  to  estabhsh  what  coins  and  denominations  were  struck  by 
Imam  Yahya  during  the  period  1905/06-1918. 

Apart  from  the  two  notices  of  1906  and  1907  already  mentioned,  the  only  other 
reports  I  have  found  of  the  coins  in  use  during  the  Turkish  period  are  contained  in 
“  Arabia  Infelix,  or  the  Turks  in  Yemen  ”  by  G.  W.  Bury  (London,  1915)  and  the 
“  Handbook  of  Yemen  ”  by  the  Arab  Bureau  (Cairo,  1917). 

On  page  130  of  Bury’s  work  notice  is  taken  of  the  coins  in  general  circulation  in 
the  year  1913.  Reference  is  made  to  the  Turkish  gold  Lira  or  Pound,  the  silver 
Mejidie  dollar,  and  the  Maria  Theresa  Thaler.  The  statement  is  also  made  that: — 
“  Small  silver  is  represented  by  two  piastre  and  four  piastre  pieces.  The  piastre  is  a 
nickel  coin  divided  into  four  copper  hilal.  No  other  coins  are  worth  commercial 
consideration.” 
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The  Hajidbook  of  Yevwn  1917,  page  38,  gives  the  following:— 

“  CURRENCY  ” 

Currency  in  Yemen  is  in  a  chaotic  state.  Little  information  regarding  it  is  available 
at  present,  but  it  appears  that  both  the  coins  current  and  their  exchange  value  vary 
greatly  at  different  times  and  in  different  localities. 

Turkish  Lira  should  be  the  standard  gold  coin  of  the  country,  but  it  is 
mre  and  becoming  rarer.  The  English  sovereign  is  readily  accepted  (=10  Maria 
Iheresa  dollars  or  riyals;  the  usual  quotation  in  Turkish  piastres  is  112  P.T.).  The 
French  Napolean  is  also  in  circulation. 

Silver.  There  are  two  opposition  silver  standards: — 

(a)  The  Alaria  Theresa  dollar,  or  riyal  (=12  piastres). 

(b)  The  Turkish  Mejidie  dollar  (=17  piastres). 

The  latter  used  to  be  the  only  legal  tender  in  silver,  and  the  importation  of  the  Alaria 
Theresa  dollar  was  prohibited  for  some  time;  but  the  prohibition  was  withdrawn  in 
1910.  The  Mejidie  dollar  will  only  be  accepted  by  the  Arabs  of  the  towns,  and  even 
there  the  riyal  is  accepted  more  readily. 

The  small  silver  coins  in  use  are  5-piastre  and  2-piastre  pieces.  The  1-piastre  is  a 
nickel  coin  =  4  hilal  (copper). 

The  merchants  of  Hodeidah  make  general  use  of  Indian  rupees  as  currency  and  base 
their  exchange  calculations  on  the  value  of  100  riyals  in  that  currency,  the  rate  of 
exchange  being  guided  by  the  rate  at  Aden.” 

Except  to  point  out  that  Bury’s  silver  four  piastre  piece  is  a  slip  and  should  read 
five,  no  comment  is  necessary  upon  this  writer’s  observations.  All  his  information 
was  incorporated  in  the  Arab  Bureau  Handbook. 

On  one  point  of  the  Bureau  report  I  disagree. 

The  Mejidie  dollar  and  Maria  Theresa  thaler,  are  shown  with  different  piastre 
exchange  rates.  While  it  is  carefully  pointed  out  that  the  “  Mejidie  dollar  ”  was 
only  accepted  in  the  towns  (under  Ottoman  control)  and  that  the  exchange  value 
of  coins  in  circulation  varied  greatly  at  different  times  and  places,  the  information 
obtained  by  me  is  that  the  Turkish  authorities,  when  they  withdrew  their  opposition 
to  the  Maria  Theresa  thaler,  placed  that  coin  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  Mejidie 
dollar  and,  in  Government  transactions,  the  two  coins  rated  equally.  Although 
the  rates  may  have  fluctuated  among  the  people  themselves,  according  to  real  or 
fancied  differences,  this  does  not  affect  the  official  rating. 

After  a  most  protracted  search  for  Yemen  coins,  I  have  failed  to  locate  any 
modern  silver  coins  issued  by  Imam  Yahya  dated  earlier  than  a.h.  1337  (a.d.  1918/ 
1919)  and  on  this  evidence,  supported  by  Bury’s  statement,  the  “  Handbook  of 
Yemen  ”  and  a  news  report  from  Hodeida  dated  20th  December,  1922,  I  incline  to 
the  belief  that  no  local  silver  coins  were  struck  between  the  years  1905/06-1918  and 
that  the  output  of  the  nev/  mint  was  confined  to  the  issue  of  copper  coins  only. 

The  nickel  piastre  mentioned  by  Bury  is  the  familiar  Turkish  40  para  piece  of 
the  1909  issue  and  specimens  are  still  to  be  found  among  the  miscellaneous  coins 
tucked  away  in  the  tills  and  boxes  of  the  local  Arab  shops  in  Aden.  What  is  puzzling 
is  the  statement  that  this  Turkish  nickel  piastre  coin  was  divided  into  four  copper 
hilal. 

The  hilal  was  obviously  the  equivalent  of  the  Turkish  copper  10  para  piece,  but 
the  name  hardly  fits  the  denomination.  Hilaf  in  Arabic,  means  crescent^  half-moon^ 
etc.,  and  as  a  name  for  a  denomination  of  money  would  appear  to  originate  from  a 
design  on  a  coin.  All  Turkish  10  para  pieces  issued  prior  to  1918  bear  the  Toughra 
design.  However,  the  Imamic  copper  coins  from  191 1/12  at  least,  bear  the  name  of 
the  Imam  enclosed  within  a  crescent  and  the  half  buksha  denomination  or  one 
eightieth  of  a  thaler,  still  bears  the  name  today  of  halala.  (H.  St.  J.  Philby  in  his 
book  “  A  Pilgrim  in  Arabia,”  London,  1946,  page  45,  writes  “  Halala  (nickel  coins 
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of  the  Sa’udian  regime.”  From  this,  it  would  appear  that  the  term  has  spread  from 
Yemen  to  Sa’udi  Arabia  as  a  name  for  minor  coins). 

The  only  Yemeni  coins  so  far  traced  that  belong  to  the  first  period  are  small 
copper  pieces  called  to-day  “  half  buksha  ”  or  “  haldlar  It  would  appear  that  Bury’s 
hildl  was  a  copper  coin  issued  by  Imam  Yahya  which,  following  the  agreement  of 
1911,  became  an  accepted  part  of  the  token  currency  in  the  Turkish  monetary 
system.  These  small  copper  coins  of  the  first  period  exhibit  several  features  that 
distinguish  them  from  the  issues  of  the  independent  Kingdom  after  1918. 

The  earliest  coin  located  that  belongs  to  the  first  period  is  quite  neatly  made. 
It  bears  the  name  of  Imam  Yahya  with  his  titles  and  date  of  accession  a.h.  1322 
(1904)  on  the  obverse.  On  the  reverse  is  a  religious  legend  and,  again,  the  accession 
date  of  A.H.  1322. 

No  denomination,  place  of  striking,  or  date  of  the  year  of  issue  is  included. 
These  pieces,  I  judge  to  belong  to  the  period  between  Jan./Feb.  1911  to  October  1911 
and  to  have  been  the  first  coins  struck  from  the  new  machinery  imported  in  that  year. 

Following  the  1911  agreement,  a  change  occurs. 

The  general  design  and  inscription  of  the  obverse  is  similar  but  on  the  reverse, 
two  important  additions  are  observed.  One  is  that  the  denomination  is  now 
expressed  as  Sumn  ‘Ushr  (i.e.  “  eight  tens  ”  or  one-eightieth)  and  the  second  is  that 
the  year  of  striking  is  now  given.  The  earliest  year  date  noted  is  a.h.  1330  (a.d. 
1911-1912)  and  the  coins  of  this  general  design  continued  to  be  struck  until  1919, 
when  the  mint  was  moved  to  San’a  and  the  coins  issued  from  there  once  more  bore 
the  inscription  “  struck  in  San’a.” 

As  already  noted,  this  hil^  or  one-eightieth  copper  piece  is  the  only  denomination 
so  far  traced  that  belongs  to  the  first  period  of  the  modern  coins  of  Yemen.  I  have 
also  suggested  that  the  design  of  the  obverse  with  the  Imam’s  name  enclosed  within 
a  crescent  probably  led  to  the  name  of  HilM  or  Halala  (crescent)  being  given  to  the 
first  issue.  This,  as  a  popular  name,  continued  to  be  given  to  the  pieces  after  they 
bore  a  denominational  value.  The  value  “  Sumn  ‘Ushr  ”  i.e.  one-eightieth  of  a 
Maria  Theresa  thaler,  is  important  in  showing  that  long  before  Yemen  obtained  its 
independence  from  the  Turks  and  adopted  the  thaler  as  the  standard  coin,  a  definite 
monetary  division  had  been  made  in  local  coin  for  that  standard. 

A  passage  from  the  work  of  James  Bruce — Travels  to  Discover  the  Source  of  the 
Nile  (Edinburgh,  1790) — states: — 

“  The  coin  in  which  purchases  of  any  amount  are  paid  in  Jemem  (sic)  is  the  pataka, 
a  silver  imperial  dollar  (4  =  0  commeshes).” 

Bruce  was  in  Arabia  between  1768-1773. 

This  passage  shows  that  although  the  name  of  the  unit  of  currency  had  changed 
from  “  commesh  ”  to  “  buksha,”  the  numeric  division  of  the  thaler  was  still  the  same 
over  130  years  later.  Also,  no  doubt,  a  certain  influence  prevailed  in  the  division  of 
the  Turkish  token  coins  against  the  Mejidie  dollar  and  with  the  thaler  rated  on  equal 
parity  with  the  Mejidie  dollar,  the  first  Yemen  copper  coinage  served  as  a  division 
for  the  dual  silver  standard,  viz: — 

80  HilM=one  Mejidie  Dollar 

80  Hilal==one  Maria  Theresa  Thaler. 

The  Yemeni  coins  so  far  known  of  the  1st  period  are  thus: — 

Copper 

HilM  or  Sumn  ‘Ushr — One-eightieth  of  a  Thaler  or  Dollar.

When  one  leaves  the  ranks  of  general  collectors  to  turn  to  more  specialised 
activities  it  becomes  imperative  to  have  available  the  recent  publications  in  the  chosen 
field.  These  are  usually  to  be  found  in  numbers  of  the  British  Numismatic  Journal 
or  the  Numismatic  Chronicle  which  have  appeared  within,  say,  the  last  20  years. 
However  this  is  not  to  say  that  there  is  not  a  wealth  of  interesting  and  well  docu¬ 
mented  material  of  earUer  date.  Although  certain  mint  attributions  have  been 
revised  and  amendments  have  been  made  to  the  presumed  order  of  issue  of  successive 
types  the  excellent  illustrations  in  the  old  Journals  as  well  as  their  lists  of  readings 
and  moneyers  remain  invaluable  to  the  student.  Perhaps  the  greatest  hindrance  to 
an  unselective  accumulation  of  the  Journals  is  their  bulk;  for  this  reason  separately 
bound  articles  literally  dissected  out  of  old  numbers  may  be  preferred  when  available. 
For  my  own  convenience  I  have  made  an  index  of  most  of  the  papers  and  notes 
in  the  B.N.J.  concerning  early  British  and  hammered  coins  with  a  note  of  the 
number  of  pages  of  illustrations  provided.  By  offering  it  to  the  readers  of  this 
Bulletin  some  collectors  at  least  may  learn  of  the  existence  of  illustrations  and  lists 
of  which  they  were  unaware.  Certain  of  the  Journals  may  be  had  from  the  British 
Numismatic  Society  while  the  major  dealers  often  have  back  numbers  and  separated 
articles. 

The  index  is  arranged  as  far  as  possible  chronologically  according  to  period  or 
reign.  Articles  dealing  with  specific  mints  are  put  in  a  separate  section.  Hoards 
limited  to  a  single  period  or  reign  are  included  in  the  relevant  section  while  hoards 
having  a  more  diverse  content  have  been  listed  separately.  There  are  also  separate 
sections  for  Scottish  coins,  forgeries,  and  articles  on  dies. 

The  subject  matter  is  listed — not  the  title  of  the  article.  After  the  author’s 
name(s)  is  the  volume  number  of  the  Journal,  the  first  and  last  page  numbers  and 
in  brackets  the  number  of  pages  of  plates  illustrating  the  article.  Where  there  are 
illustrations  in  the  text  or  a  few  included  on  a  page  of  miscellaneous  illustrations 
the  sign  f  has  been  used.  Within  each  section  there  is  no  special  order  observed.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

Coins,  Because  ...  In  the  January  edition  of  this  Bulletin  wc  were  asked  by  Mr.  C.  L. 
Coffing  why  we  collect  coins.  I  collect  coins  and  I  think  I  know  why.  To  find  the  answer 
one  must  trace  back  to  the  beginning.  It  is  something  that  was  sparked  off  by  certain  cir¬ 
cumstances  in  one’s  early  life,  something  that  is  impressed  into  the  mind  when  young,  like 
sealing-wax  when  it  is  soft,  it  will  take  an  imprint,  harden  and  hold  it  forever  or  at  least  until 
it  is  destroyed  by  force. 

In  my  childhood  I  was  sent  to  boarding  school,  an  ancient  Northumbrian  castle  which  had 
been  converted  into  a  school  at  the  close  of  the  last  century.  Here,  within  the  tliick  stone  walls 
of  a  once  Norman  fortress,  my  interest  in  history  developed.  Here,  too,  a  fellow  school-chum 
gave  me  a  French  bayonet  of  the  Franco-Prussian  War  period.  When  at  last  the  holidays 
arrived  I  brought  my  new  aquisition  home  and  cleaned  it  up.  I  can  still  remember  my  joy 
and  excitement  on  discovering  the  date  1869  engraved  onto  the  blade.  To  me  then  this  was 
a  great  treasure — it  w'as  really  old. 

Sometime  later,  a  friend  showed  me  a  coin  he  had  found  dated  1797,  we  made  an  exchange, 
now  he  had  the  bayonet  and  I  had  the  coin.  After  all,  I  thought,  the  coin  was  older  and  that 
was  what  counted  widi  me.  I  took  it  along  to  our  local  museum  and  found  it  to  be  a  “cart¬ 
wheel”  penny,  the  first  old  coin  I  ever  acquired.  I  wonder  how  many  collectors  there  are  whose 
first  piece  was  also  a  “cartwffieel”  penny — hundreds  I  imagine.  At  home  I  looked  up,  in  history 
books,  everything  I  could  find  that  took  place  in  1797 — The  Battle  of  Rivoli  in  which  Napoleon 
defeated  the  Austrians,  Alfred  de  Vigny,  a  French  poet  was  born — insignificant  things,  granted, 
but  my  penny  was  struck  in  the  same  year,  such  famous  men  of  history  as  Lord  Nelson, 
Napoleon  Bonaparte  and  the  Duke  of  Wellington  were  all  alive,  and  at  the  precise  moment 
in  which  my  penny  was  struck  they  were  doing  something,  actually  living  and  breathing,  it 
had  survived  them  all. 
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These  were  my  thoughts  at  the  age  of  ten.  I  am  now,  eight  years  later,  a  firm  collector 
building  up  a  collection  of  Roman  portraits  on  denarii  and  antoniniani.  It  is  easy  to  remember 
how  it  all  started,  how,  on  seeing  my  “cartwheel”  penny  an  old  lady  gave  me  a  farthing  of 
Charles  II,  how  the  museum  curator  gave  me  some  coins  and  how  I  discovered  a  httle  curiosity 
shop  which  sold  coins.  Yes,  it’s  easy  to  remember,  but  it’s  not  easy  to  grasp  at  the  intangible 
feeling  of  antiquity  when  one  sees  and  holds  one’s  first  Roman  coin  or  first  Greek  coin  and 
wonder  about  the  mutitude  of  hands  it  has  passed  through,  hands  that  have  been  dead  for 
centuries.  It  is  at  this  moment  that  the  fascination  takes  root  and  another  numismatist  is 
born.  From  then  on  one’s  interests  begin  to  develop,  one  buys  books  and  learns  all  that  can 
be  learnt  about  one’s  coins. 

When  I  went  with  my  parents  to  visit  prospective  boarding  schools  I  was  asked  to  choose 
between  two,  little  did  I  know  that  my  decision  would  lead  to  my  becoming  a  numismatist. — 
Peter  G.  Smith. 

Why  Coins?  With  reference  to  the  article  entitled  “Why  Coins”  by  C.  L.  Coding,  in 
your  January  issue  of  the  Bulletin  I  think  this  question  was  best  answered  by  the  late  Mr. 
Hawkins,  author  of  “The  Silver  Coins  of  England”  the  second  edition  of  which  was  published 
in  1876. 

Mr.  Hawkins  is  quoted  by  the  late  Lieut.-Ccl.  Wm.  Stewart  Thorburn  (himself  the  author 
of  “A  Guide  to  the  Valuation  of  British  Coins,”  published  shortly  before  his  death  on  October 
18th,  1886)  as  follows; — 

“It  is  quite  unnecessary  to  expatiate  upon  the  pleasure  or  information  to  be  derived 
from  the  study  and  collecting  of  coins,  because  it  is  presumed  that  all  who  refer  to  this 
volume  (i.e.  Lt.-Col.  W.  Stewart  Thorburn’s  book)  have  aheady  felt  some  taste  or  fondness 
for  the  pursuit,  and  only  want  to  have  their  way  smoothed  and  their  course  directed, 
that  they  may  pursue  it  with  pleasure  and  success.  To  the  utilitarian  who  demands  an 
explanation  of  the  use  of  the  study  of  coins,  it  is  in  vain  to  attempt  a  reply;  the  pursuit, 
it  must  be  acknowledged,  removes  no  physical  necessities,  supplies  no  animal  wants,  it 
neither  clothes  the  naked  nor  feeds  the  hungry;  its  votaries  are  content  with  its  affording 
them  an  agreeable  and  innocent  occupation  for  their  leisure  hours,  while  at  the  same  time 
it  is  illustrating  and  embellishing  history,  that  old  almanac,  the  contempt  of  modern 
economists,  but  the  mine  from  which  rich  stores  of  wisdom  and  of  Imowledge  are 
extracted  by  the  sage  and  the  philosopher”. 

Perhaps  those  who  read  these  words  will  agree  that  one  can  hardly  better  Mr.  Hawkins 
answer,  given  so  long  ago  in  reply  to  the  age-old  question  “  Why  do  you  collect  coins  ?” —

Japanese  Magamata.  I  was  very  interested  in  the  article  by  Mr.  Anthony  Wooten 
entitled  “The  Magamata  or  Curved  Jewels  of  Japan”  as  I  was  fortunate  to  view  last  year, 
while  in  Korea,  some  of  the  referenced  items. 

I  would  like  to  quote  from  the  book  “Korea,  its  land,  people  and  culture  of  all  ages” 
printed  by  Hakwon-Sa,  Ltd.,  Seoul,  Korea,  1960.  The  following  article  by  Choe  Sunu, 
Chief  of  Supply  Section,  National  Museum,  Korea. 

“The  excavated  remains  from  the  tombs  of  the  Three  Kingdoms  period,  especially 
the  rich  materials  from  the  Silla  tombs  as  well  as  the  characteristic  constructive  style  of 
the  tombs  themselves,  form  a  unique  feature  in  Asia.  It  was  ascertained  by  archaeological  | 
investigation  that  the  unique  Silla  styles — the  golden  crowns,  gilt  bronze  ornaments. 
Comma  Shaped  Jewels  were  introduced  not  only  to  Paekche  but  also  to  the  Kyushu  & 
Honshu  areas  of  Japan. 

“Excavated  from  Kumgwanchong  (Gold  Crown  Tomb)  at  Kyongju,  Kyongsang 
Pukto,  Korea,  was  a  golden  crown  which  is  composed  of  a  golden  circlet  with  tree-shaped 
and  antler-shaped  golden  uprights  covered  with  suspended  comma-shaped  jewels.  It  is 
a  unique  design  which  is  thought  to  have  originated  in  the  Scytho- Siberian  culture  or  in 
the  Southwest-Asian  culture.  With  it  were  found  many  ear  pendants  with  comma-shaped 
jewels.  All  have  been  designated  National  Treasures  and  are  in  the  National  Museum.” 
Note;  The  Old  Silla  Dynasty  was  circa  350-450. 

Hoping  that  the  above  may  be  of  some  value  to  Mr.  Wooten  and  other  interested  parties. 
In  talks  with  various  museum  personnel  while  in  Korea  about  the  above  referenced  crown 
and  at  no  time  did  I  receive  the  impression  that  these  comma-shaped  jewels  were  other  than 
jewels.  Coins  had  been  in  existence  in  Korea  for  hundreds  of  years;  before  Korea  entered  the 
bronze  age  (China  at  this  time  was  entering  the  iron-age)  she  utilized  the  coins  of  the  early 
Chinese  traders.  Their  route  has  been  fairly  well-established  by  coin  finds  and  attributed 
dates. — Harry  C.  Hoffman,  M.Sgt.,  U.S.A.F. 
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Society?  More  than  30,000  English  coins,  including  forty-three  shillings 
and  IjOOD  sixpences,  were  pushed  through  the  bars  of  cages  in  the  municipal  aviary  at 
Southampton  in  the  past  year.  Two  magpies,  a  jackdaw  and  a  rook  in  the  aviary  have  been 
attendant  Albert  Moody  to  accept  money  with  their  beaks.

"The  first  part  of  the  work  falls  distinctly  into  sections,  dealing  variously  with  the  territorial 
history,  the  biography  of  each  of  the  bishops  and  historical  notes  on  the  art  of  the  coins: 
appended  are  extracts  from  documents  appertaining  to  the  striking  of  coins. 

The  second  half  of  the  book  is  devoted  to  a  catalogue  of  the  coins,  every  main  type  being 
illustrated  in  half-tone.  b 

This  book  is  at  once  a  most  interesting  historical  account  of  the  happenings  in  Bavaria 
from  the  10th  century  onwards  and  a  fine  piece  of  numismatic  research.  Cahn  is  heartily 
to  be  congratulated  on  the  production  of  this  treatise,  in  which  perhaps  the  most  important 
point  made  is  the  definite  attribution  of  the  early  denars  of  Regensberg  type  to  the  bishopric. 
The  paper  and  layout  are  first  class,  as  also  are  the  plates.  This  book  is  a  sine  qua  non  for  all 
collectors  of  German  coins — P.A.R.
